The, inauguration by the Bank 
of Personal Loan Departments 
has already been mentioned in the 
Directors’ Report. I might add 
that every one of our branches in 
Canada is now equipped to make 
these Joans to people with small 
but steady incomes who find them- 
selves in temporary need of finan- 
cial help, 

The plan is one which enables 
the wage earner to cope with 
emergencies, to make expendi- 
tures of eg to himself and 
his family, or, by consolidating 
debts already incurred, to ease the 
pressure upon him by permitting 
their payment under a budgetary 
plan. 

You may be interested in some 
information from the latest an- 
nual return to the Government 
which classifies ovr loans in 
Canada by the borrowers’ occupa- 
tions. 

The largest single occupational 

roup, out of a total of 81,000 

rrowers, consists of some 29,800 
customers engaged directly in ag 
riculture. Loans to sundry indi- 
viduals not specifically classified 
by occupation numbered 35,700. 
As regards the distribution in 
amount of total loans, agricultur 
al loans, including the financing of 
grain from the farm to the ex- 
port market, accounted for 21 per 
cent,, manufacturers and other 
producers took 18 per cent., while 
wholesalers and retailers absorb- 
ed 7 per cent. Private individuals 
borrowed 15 per cent., govern- 
ments and municipalities 14 per 
-cent., brokers and bond dealers 
13 per cent., while construction, 
because of its low ebb, accounted 
for only 3 per cent. It is interest- 
ing to observe how closely these 
percentages compare with those 
of the last Dominion census class- 
ifying gainfully employed Cana- 
dians by the occupations which 
they followed. 

These figures indicate how wide 
and varied is the field served by 
the Canadian banking system, and 
how large is the number of bor- 
rowers who rely on the aid of 
bank loans in the conduct of their 
affairs. 


There are men, of whom a few | 


are in positions of responsibility, 
who decry our banking system as 
a mechanism which, for the bene- 
fit of bankers alone, enslaves the 
people by forcing upon them un 
ever increasing burden of debt 
from which they can never hope 
to escape. To this cause, they 
claim, can be attributed all hard- 
ship and poverty and they urge, 
therefore, that the system should 
be changed. 

Loans are, however, never forc- 
ed by the banks on unwilling bor 
rowers, but are sought by bor- 
rowers in the expectation that 
borrowing will be to their advan- 
tage. Unless the banker, on exam- 
ination of the facts, agrees that 
such expectations are reasonable 
he is most likely to deny the ap- 
plicant’s request and will at least 
attempt to dissuade him from the 
venture. Since borrowers take the 
initiative in obtaining loans it is 
absurd to say that the banks force 
debt upon them. 


IMPRESSIVE BUSINESS GAINS 

Our domestic situation is one 
which encourages optimism. 

The signs of business improve- 
ment for some time evident in 
Canada are, at least in the more 
thickly settled areas, becoming 
much more pronounced. This im- 
provement is especially remark- 
able because it has developed, and 
is sustained, in the face of many 
adverse conditions. 

Total agricultural income is 
estimated to have risen by 15 per 
cent. and to have brought farm 

urchasing power close to the 
level of 1930. 

Our satisfaction over these sur- 
prisingly good results in a year 
when agriculture faced immense 
handicaps must, however, be tem- 
pered by a realization that many 
farmers in the worst drought 
areas did not share in these high- 
er returns, 

With few exceptions our indus- 
tries have operated at a normal 
rate of activity. Virtually all of 
our modern manufacturing facili- 
ties in the forestry branch have 
been utilized in providing about 
40 per cent. of the world’s re- 
quirements of newsprint paper 
and at least 15 per cent. of the 
world trade in lumber. During re- 
cent months, moreover, logging 
activity was more than one-third 

reater than in the like period in 
935, which foreshadows an even 
higher production for newsprint 
paper and lumber mills in the cur- 
rent year. 

The heavy, or capital goods, in 
dustries have surged forward ata 
pace beyond expectation. Not- 
withstanding the slow recovery of 
construction, a large and repre- 
sentative group of the heavy in- 
dustries, whuse production records 
are available to the Bank, are now 
operating at an average rate 50 
per cent, greater than two years 
ego. | suggest that the revival in 
this particular line is one of the 
brightest features in our general 
economic situation.

EXPORT TRADE REACHED 
BILLION MARK 

We have every reason to con 
gratulate ourselves on the record 
of our general export trade. We 
reached the billion dollar mark 
for the first time since 1929, when 
exports stoed at $1,200,000,000. 

his achievement is the more 
remarkable because the general 
price level in that interval has 
fallen by 22 per cent. If, there- 
fore, our present volume of ex- 
port trade were calculated in 
terms of 1929 values the result 
would exceed the total of that 
year by about $80,000,000. It is, 
moreover, doubtful whether at 
any time the benefits of our ex 
port trade have heen so well dis- 
tributed among Canada’s various 
industries as in 1936. 

When we compare the results 
in Canadian export trade with 
those achieved by other countries 
our good fortune is emphasized, 
for I find that the rate of increase 
in the average monthly gold value 
of our exports during the first ten 
months of 1936 over 1936 was not 
only triple the rate of increase of 
the world as a whole, but was 
also greater than that of any 
other major exporting country. 

Canada improved its position 
among the world’s exporters by 
drawing ahead of France into 
fourth place, and by further wid- 
ening the margin between its 
level of export trade and that of 
Japan, which continues to occupy 
sixth place,

PROGRESS 
Where prosperity still lags it 
can be stimulated by a further 


development of natural forces of 
recovery, by normal crop condi 
tions this year, by a practical pol 
icy of grain marketing, by neces 
sary reconstruction measures in 
the West, by strict observance of 
the principles of good credit and 
by more determined efforts to bal- 
ance our public budgets, 

These are the requisite factors 
applicable to any seetion of Cana- 
da that desires to share fully in 
a general advance which may be 
of such dimensions as to surprise 
the most optimistic, Indeed, the 
question to-day appears to be 
not whether the present business 
revival will continue, but firstly, 
whether the prospective develop- 
ment of business can be prevent- 
ed from assuming boom propor 
tions with consequent over-specu 
lation in the stock market and 
over-invesiment in industry; and, 
secondly, whether rearmament, 
which now induces a feverish de- 
mand for certain materials, can 
be replaced by construetive and 
more desirable enterprise. 

I shall not qualify my former 
expressions against excessive 
trade restrictions because of their 
depressing effect upon business, 
But now I urge werld-wide tariff 
revision for two other reasons, 
namely, to protect the consuming 
masses against possible sharp in- 
creases in living costs, and to pre- 
vent the large governmental ex- 
penditures still necessary for pa 
lic relief from mounting so high 
as to nullify efforts to achieve 
budgetary balance, 

The tripartite monetary agree- 
ment announced by Great Britain, 
France and the United States jast 
September denounced, in effect, 
competitive currency deprecia- 
tion, and in # sense renounced the 
system of national coprensy man- 
agement which had formerly been 
in vogue.

Haile was no model ruler, nor his country 
far up in the scale of civilization. But Abyssinia 
had been admitted to membership in the League 
of Nations and its security under-written in the 
terms of the covenant, which terms it appar- 
ently kept. It was destroyed by a fellow- 
member nation, without the other members 
making any serious united effort to protect it. 
Haile is more than an exiled Emperor. He 
personifies the fate of his country, the deliberate 
wrecking of the League of Nations, and the 
suspension of international Jaw in Europe. 


BOOK LOSSES, BUT REAL GAINS 

Ald. Clevely would rather the city sold the 
houses which have come into its possession by 
tax confiscation than that it incur the cost of 
repairing these on the chance of selling or rent- 
ing them afterward. The taxpayers, it is safe 
to say, have the same preference. The city’s 
experience in the role of a landlord has not been 
particularly happy in any respect. and the other 
Property-owners have to make up the taxes 
which- cannot be collected on the confiscated 
property. 

The stickler of course is to find buyers, par- 
ticularly for the run-down houses, which, 
according to expressions at the city hall make 
up a pretty large proportion of the lot . The 
commissioners have been asked to report on the 
practicability of the idea. Which is to say they 
have been asked to find what a dozen councils 
have failed to find—the way to make sales. 

One guecs is that if anything comes of the 
Proposal the houses will have to be sold at a 
theoretical sacrifice, for something less in a good 
many cases than the back taxes plus penalties. 
On the books this would show a loss. But cver 
against this book loss the city would avoid the 
expense of repairs, and get the property back 
on the tax-roll.

LET THE PUBLIC KNOW 

It is to be hoped the caucus of Socia] Credit 
members of the legislature will reach a decision 
as to what line of action is to be taken at the 
coming session of the legislature, and that at its 
conclusion Premier Aberhart will be able to give 
the public some definite information”as to what 
that course is to be. The present state of un- 
certainty and rumor is helpful to no public or 
Private interest—nor to the prestige of the 
Government, for the matter of that: 

Emotional language about “delivering the 
unfortunate people of Alberta frorm the strangle- 
held of an outworn and totally inadequate 
financial system” may sound impressive, but it 
does not mean anything in the way of a concrete 
Proposal Inspecific declarations of intent to 
increase purchasing power convey no informa- 
tion as to what is to be done or proposed—and 
they have the added disedvantage of having 
grown somewhat commonplace. 

Undoubtedly it is the right of the Govern- 
Ment to with-hold its plans until these unfold 
in the legislation brought down at the session 
But there is a point where ceremony should give 
way to the public interest. The people of Alberta 
are being told some vast and radical depa:ture 
is to be made from the economic set-up with 
which they are familiar. But they have not been 
told of what nature that departure is to be, nor 
given any opportunity to form opinions as to its 
advisability and practicability. 

Necessarily the effect is to paralyze initiative 
and discourage investment. It is desirable for 
this reeson that the public be told at the earliest 
possible moment what they may expect. Ignor- 
ance, doubts, fears and anxiety are not the forces 
whieh make for either stability or progress.

SHOULD GET SOME CREDIT 

When the city council comes to consider the 
bond-holders’ proposal for a reduction in bond- 
interest rates. council will have the advantage of 
being able to view the matter from the stend- 
point of the bond-holder os well as that of 
bond-payer. 

The sinking fund board of the city is hold- 
ing $500,000 worth of bonds of the amalgamated 
municipalities of Windsor. t Windsor, Sand- 
wich and Walkerville, Ontario. These munici- 
palities went into default five years ago, and 
now owe Edmonton $125,000 of accumulated in- 
terest. They want to settle this claim at fifty 
cents on the dollar, under the terms of a settle- 
ment plan framed by the authorities of their 
province. 

Edmonton has never defaulted a dollar of 
interest or bond principal payments. But it has 
met these payments at the cost of an excessive 
tax rate on its property owners, and by accumu- 
lating a formidable floating debt over the last 
six years. Had it taken the course of the eastern 
municipalities, and secured the backing of the 
provincial authority in so doing, Edmonton's 
bond-holders would have fared as the bond- 
holders of those municipalities have fared, and 
its debt would now be spread over a 60 year 
term of repayment. 

That phase of the matter is surely due for 
consideration. Edmonton's creditors have been 
paid in full, when there was precedent, as well 
as reason, for demanding that they take less than 
the interest named in the bonds, and when Ed- 
monton taxpayers had to put up the money that 
should have been forthcoming to the city from 
these Ontario municipalities. 

That fact ought to be taken into the calcula- 
tion when the long delayed rate adjustment is 
being made on Edmonton bonds. The more so 
because the actual positions of the defaulted 
municipalities and of Edmonton are much closer 
than is indicated by the fact that the former 
have defaulted while Edmonton has not. Ed- 
monton’s accumulated deficits in very large 
measure are the result of it not having default- 
ed.

Manitcba, 
enfranchised by proclamation last fall, have al- 
ready been made use of in electing a member 
of the Norquay cabinet in the Manitoba election. 
In the same proclamation were included a band 
of Indians near Prince Albert and the Whitefish 
Lake band and in the Victoria agency. The 
arbitrary enfranchisement of such bands as it is 
thought may be kept safely in check at the polls 
is certainly not in the interest of the voting 
taxpayers of the country and still less in the 
interest of the Indians themselves. Indeed the 
Indians are not slow in seeing where the dis- 
advantages to them lie. The Sandy Bay Indians 
at first refused to accept the franchise but 
pressure was brought to bear on them and they 
were compelled to vote for the government 
candidate. They understood their position as that 
of a partly independent people, who, having 
made a certain agreement with the government 
of Canada, ask no more then that the agreement 
should be carried out. They know that if they 
take part in the general government of the 
country by voting at elections they give up the 
independence of their present position and to 
some extent exchange the solemn pledges they 
have received from the country for the favor 
of the political party which they may support.

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What About Symptoms? 


Ry DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The symptoms are the most interesting thing 
about his sickness to the average patient, for 
they refer to what he. himself, feels. He is the 
one who has to live with them—the discomfort 
they produce may disturb his rest at night or 
interfere with his work or recreation during the 

ee day. Certainly, when the 
average patient goes to a 
doctor, he goes mainly be- 
cause he is seeking relief 
from whatever symptoms are 
troubling him and he may be 
more interested in getting rid 
of bis symptoms than in 
getting rid of the disease 
which caused them. 

Many times, patients con- 
fuse symptoms with diseases, thus they may 
consider headache as a disease, although it is 
really a symptom. In order to help you avoid 
such confusion, I will now give you a list of 
some of the more common symptoms. The two 
which are the most important are flatulence or 
excessive gas and constipation. 

Other frequent symptoms are: biliousness, 
pain, fever, heartburn, trembling, chills, 
jaundice, tiredness, aching muscles. stiffness, 
numbness, dizziness, shortness of breath, cold 
hands and feet, backache, insomnia or inability 
to sleep, weakness, skin rashes, earache, tooth- 
ache, etc. The four classical symptoms of in- 
flammation are redness, pain, heat and swelling. 

An easy way to define a symptom is to state 
that it is.a sign of disease. However, the best 
definition of the word symptom is this: “That 
which indicates the existence of something else.” 
When you have any symptom whatsoever, it is 
important that you realize it indicates the ex- 
istence of something else. That something else is 
the cause and the symptom is only the effect 
of that cause. 

Therefore, the best way to remove symptoms 
permanently is to remove the cause. Many times 
people make the mistake of wanting to cure 
their symptoms without bothering to remove 
the basic causes. If we are to accomplish any- 
thing worthwhile in the conquest of disease, 
we must not be satisfied to stop symptoms, be- 
lieving that we are thereby taking away the 
underlying cause of our distress. While it is 
often possible to use some trick treatment which 
will cause a temporary disappearance of the 
symptom, such treatment does not make an 
effort to remove the real reason for our dis- 
comfort and the same symptom may later re- 
turn, or another may take its place. ; 

I urge you to give more thought to the cause 
of your distress and not so much thought to 
suppressing its effect. If you will do this, you 
will be rewarded by increased health and more 
complete freedom from recurring symptoms of 
ill health. Possibly the best advice I could give 
you is this: STOP STOPPING SYMPTOMS. 
Instead of directing treatment solely toward 
symptoms, direct your treatment toward a re- 
moval of the cause of your discomfort. 

I realize that when the patient is disturbed 
by any severe symptom, he should be helped in 
any way possible to secure relief. Thus, in the 
presence of an ache or pain, heat and rest may 
well be prescribed, or other measures may be 
employed to make the patient more comfortable. 
The patient who is in distress because of ex- 
cessive gas in the stomach may be told to use 
some werm water to which a harmless alkali has 
been dissolved or may be told to use hot ap- 
plications over the stomach until the colicky 
pain has disappeared. However, in addition to 
any treatment intended to alleviate a symptom, 
the patient should have-impressed upon him the 
need of a treatment which will correct the cause 
of his trouble. The treatment which corrects the 
root cause is the one best able to bring per- 
manent relief. 

If today you are suffering from any symp- 
toms which make you uncomfortable then by 
all means find out what is the cause in order 
that you may enjoy life. completely free from 
any symptoms whatsoever. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—A.B.A. inquires: “Which is the 
most sanitary underwear—cotton, wool, linen, 
“pure silk or rayon? Also, is there any color 
which is best for the health of the wearer?” 

ANSWER: Any of these materials may be 
considered entirely sanitary providing they are 
cleaned ofteii enough with warm water and soap. 
As a general rule, those living in colder climates 
are the ones most likely to prefer either woolen 
underwear or a mixture of woolen with some 
other material. The average person living in a 
city and working indoors where an adequate 
heating system is installed may find it possible 
to use cotton or silk or rayon underwear the 
year around and still remain comfortable even 
in the coldest weather. The color chosen must 
depend upon the individual taste of the wearer 
—one color can not be said to be more healthful 
than any other.

William Randolph Hearst topped 
list with $500,000 from his 
Mae West came second with 
These are greater salaries 
inventors, scientists and tec 
times greater than the salary paid to the Presi- 
dent of United States. 

Don't be too hasty in interfering. with the 
young folks who wish to follow 
bent. Remember that the second 
ary of the year went to an actress 
ing one of the cheaper gredes 
the biggest salary of all to a man for being 
real thing. 

There were men and women with bigger 
earnings from speculation and investment than 
these—stock-brokers, company promoters, graft- 
ers and racketeers. Hearst drew more in divi- 
dends from the Homestake Mine than he got as 
salasy from his publishing company, and he 
probably drew more in dividends from his com- 
panies than he got as salary. 

The late Arthur Brisbane was Hearst's high- 
est salaried man with $360,000 a year. Death 
tempers the language of criticism, but need not 
prohibit criticism itself. I've been interested to 
note the comments on his passing by two of the 
leading literary and cultural magazines: 

Says “The New Republic”: 

“Brisbane was gifted with a special kind 
of journalistic brilliance. A master of the 
stripped reportorial style, keen and alert, he 
spoke the simple Janguage of millions of the 
American people—especially those millions 
who read as they run. 

“With all his gifts—his sense of the ac- 
curate word, his indefatigable energy—he 
never ventured beyond the horizons seen 
from the slopes of San Simeon, (Hearst's 
$20,000,000 Californian estate). A good re- 
porter, loyal to the man who gave him his 
chance, he made Mr. Hearst's battles his 
own. A master in his field, he was also a 
master of the commonplace.. He did not 
quite deserve his lifetime reputation, and it 
will probably not long outlive his death.” 

“The Nation” comments in similar strain: 

“We cannot add our own wreath to the 
garlands of praise that have been heaped 
upon Arthur Brisbane . . . His success was 
tied up with that of Hearst, and he was part 
and parcel of the degradation of American 
journalism that Hearst’s name implies. . He 
used his power over words to express not 
the interests of the masses and the middle 
class who read him, but their prejudices 
... Men wil] read him in later generations 
and say, ‘This was the sort of stuff Am- 
ericans used to read in those days and think 
they were reading philosophy.’ As one com- 
pares him with his father, Albert Bris- 
bane, a genuine and militant reformer who 
saw the possibilities of American life, one 
can measure the thinning out of the Am- 
erican tradition.” 

Many of Brisbane's panegyrists quote the re- 
ligious sentiments in his Christmas day col- 
umn—the Jast he wrote. I have read and re- 
read them, but my remembering mind goes back 
to these awful paens of praise to Mussolini and 
the Italian aviators of a few months ago when 
the Italian airmen were bombing and gassing 
the helpless Ethiopians, and Mussolini was 
handing out millions to the reptile press of 
France (and perhaps of other countries) for paid 
praises and eulogies.

said: 

“There are more things in heaven and earth,

Than are dreamt of in your philosophy.” 

But even Shakespeare would gaze in won- 
derment to see the fairies descending on a sun- 
beam into the forest glade in Max Reinhardt's 
screen production of “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream”. He would revel in the poetry of mo- 
tion in the ballets. 

There are many wonderful moments in the 
production.

A Day in Canadian History 


When Libera’s of Canada (and 
some Conservatives) this summer 
honor the memory of William Lyon 
Mackenzie in the centennial cele- 


bration of '37, it is hoped, by me at 
least, that they will pay some 
tribute to the Scottish girl who 
shared his political perils in Upper 
Canada and the miseries of the 
days in exile in New York. She 
died on January 12, 1873, just about 
11 months before the birth of the 
boy who is today prime minister of 
Canada.

HIGHWAY TRAFFIC AND 
PEDESTRIANS 

Editor, Bulletin: In view of the 
fact that scarcely a day passes but 
what we are hearing and reacing 
about dreadful accidents caused by 
reckless drivers of automobiles, 
motor trucks, busses, ete, on our 
main highways, kindly allow me, a 
regular reader of the Bulletin, to 
make a few observations and 
offer one important suggestion to 
the Provincial Minister of Public 
Works, Honorable Mr. Fallow. 

I am thoroughly conversant with 
what goes on daily on one of the 
leading highways which link up 
city and country, and that is the 


Whyte Avenue Highway, with its | 


one mile of gravelled surface from 
the city limits to the street car 
leading up to Bonnie Doon. 

Truly speaking, the absolute dis- 
regard very many of these selfish 
drivers have for pedestrians, is be- 
coming more and more noticeable. 
Fast and furious driving is allowed 
to go on without the slightest at- 
tempt at supervision. As a matter 
of fact, the highway traffic cfficers 
are conspicuous by their absence, 
with the result that the pedestrian 
doesn't have the least consideration 
or concern shown for his saiety 
whatever. Many drivers are posi- 
tively rude in their conduct and 
risk the lives of men, women and 
children. These inconsiderate and 
“preak-neck” speed artists, as many 
on this mile of the highway are 
(crowding as they do the pedes- 
trians right to the edge of the road 
and with mud-covered auto num- 
bers on the rear of their cars, de- 
fying any one to challenge or get 
their names) are a real menace to 
society. 

Quoting one case in which Mr, 
Justice Ewing presided about a year 
ago: The learned Judge, in an 
automobile accident case in which 


heavy damages of around $3,000 
were awarded the badly injured 
complainant, in his judgment made 
it quite clear that a pedestrian un- 
der the law has a perfect right to 
walk on the highway and, so long 
as the pedestrian walked on the 
left side of the road, facing the 
oncoming traffic, he was within his 
rights and it was up to the driver 
of the automobile to steer well 
clear of him or her, as he, the 
driver, approached from the rear. 
The learned Judge went so far as 
to definitely state that, if needs be, 
the griver must use every pre- 
caution, even to the extent of bring- 
ing his car to a full stop, rather 
than injure the pedestrian—and 
more to the same effect. 

One other item. The trailers at- 
tached to many of the farmers’ 
automobiles in many cases have no 
tail lights at night time, and I 
think that this is a serious matter 
which should receive prompt atten- 
tion. 

Now for the suggestion to the 
Provincial Minister of Public 
Works, Hon. Mr. Fallow. Bearing 
in mind the fact that the great 
majority of citizens in walking 
keep to the right when passing on- 
coming citizens, the same practice 
is followed to a very large extent, 
by these people when entering on 
a journey to their homes, by means 
of the highway. They walk on the 
right side of the road instead of 
the left, which is most dangerous. 
This matter is so very important 
and urgent that I would suggest 
that the government issue full in- 
structions. If hese regulations 
were published for a considerable 
time in the daily newspapers, as @ 
standing advertisement, many peo- 
ple would soon get educated as to 
the right mode of travel on our 
highways and many accidents 
would be averted.

COLD HOT-WATER RADIATOR 
By Roger B. Whitman 
QUESTION—My house has four- 
teen rooms heated by hot weter. 
All of the radiators heat well ex- 
cept one in the far corner of a sec- 
ond story bedroom. Why should 
this remain cool when the others 
are hot? What can I do to make it 

heat? 

ANSWER—It may be that the 
pipe going, up to the radiator is in- 
side an exposed wall, and that the 
water in it becomes chilled before 
it can reach the radiator, That 
would stop the circulation. The 
remedy is to cover the pipe with 
a jacket. With the pipe in the wall 
this would be difficult to do, and 
it would be a simpler job to run 
a new pipe up the corner of the 
room below. This should be the 
pipe that carries hot water to the 
radiator 

Another reason for slow circula- 
tion through that radiator might be 
due to the length of the pipe and 
several elbows, both of which 
greatly increase resistance to the 
flow. TLat resistance can be over- 
come by a small electric pump in 
the pipe to drive the water to the 
radiator. A pump of this sort, called 
an impeller, is a part of mouero

NATION SPIRIT 
SAYSE. Y. WING 


Local University ‘of Alber- 
ta Graduate Addresses 
Gyro Club 


Japan's invasion of international 
law has lessened her prestige in the 
Far East and enabled Russia to con- 
test her supremacy in the Orient, 
asserted Eddie Y. Wing, local Chin- 
ese businessman and graduate in 
architecture from the University of 
Alberta in an address before the 
Gyro club Tuesday at the Macdon- 
ald. 

Reviewing the forces moulding 
Chinese destiny, the speaker em- 
phasized the growing unity now 
prevailing amongst his people. He 
said that this feeling was symbol- 
ized in the instant national resent- 
ment against Marshall Chang for 
his abduction of Chiang Kai-Shek, 
the government leader. The captive 
statesman rallied the entire nation 
to his side, thereby marking the 
growing co-operation of Chinese 
citizens for the public good. 


STIFFENING MORALE 

This stiffening of- national 
solidarity has thrown up added bar- 
riers to Japan's thrust for hegemony 
over China, Mr. Wing claimed. Cit- 
ing the periodic clashes which mar 
relations between the two peoples, 
he said that the failure of these 
disagreements to lead to an open 
rupture and appeal to force is evi- 
dence of Japan's heightened respect 
for Chinese strength. 

“One of the major influences in 
the East at the moment is the 
tendency of, Russia to concentrate 
upon politics in the Pacific. Her 
massive power makes it likely that 
she will exercise a steadily widen- 
ing sphere of influence, if she 
chooses to do so. It is extremely 
probable that Russia will be able to 
challenge Japan's supremacy in the 
East and shift the balance of polit- 
ical forces,” he said. 


CULTURE SURVIVES 

Mr. Wing eulogized the spirit of 
Chinese culture, preserving its 
legacy of noble thought amidst the 
bitter pressure of persecution and 
sorrow. He said that lately, how- 
ever, that land has been quickened 
by a desire to westernize her institu- 
tions, in order to make amends for 
the technical inefficiency produced 
by her years as the hermit nation.

council in two weeks’ time, and 
that in the meantime both factions 
of operators get together and at- 
tempt to settle their differences. 


ANOTHER AMENDMENT 

Ald. W. W. Clevely then moved 
an amendment to the amendment 
to the effect that the city set defi- 
nite mileage rates for taxis, or as 
an alternative, that a zoning sys- 
tem be tried. Under a zoning sys- 
tem, taxis would charge a scale of 
fares based on the zone in which 
the passenger lived. 

All three proposals were voted on 
and defeated, the whole question 
being tabled for reconsideration at 
council’s next regular meeting two 
weeks hence.

| Thinks Parliament Should | 
Control Foreign Policy 


The Canadian parliament should 
exert consistent control of the do- 
minion’s foreign policy so that Can- 
ada would not b® automatically in- 
volved in any war in which England 
was engaged, was the ringing asser- 
tion of Rev. J. King Gordon, of 
Montreal, during an address to a 
luncheon meeting of the Edmonton 
General Ministerial Association 
Tuesday at the Hudsonia. 


| Rev. A. E. Black, pastor of Central 
United church, presided. 
Invoking the aid of the church in 
the struggle to create a durable 
peace, the minister said that Can- 
ada is a nation definitely pledged 
and committed to peace. “Cana- 
dians have no interest in conflict. 
We have no desire for annexation 
| of other people's territory,” he said. 


i 
PLEDGES OF HONOR 
Her obligations to collective sec- | 
| urity as expressed in the League 
| covenant bound her to have an ac- 
| tive concern in world affairs, he | 
| cautioned. These pledges of honor 
should be fulfilled, but the Domin- 
ion must beware of allowing her 
self to become a “pawn in the sin- 
ister game of power potitics.” 
Rev. Gordon welcomed the cam- 
paign to create a Pan-American un- 
ion, seeing in it an augury of peace 
| He suggested that one of the seri- 
ous tasks of parliament should be 
a consideration of the advisability 
of having Canada join this move- 
ment. It would be, he stressed, an 
extension of the pacific principle 
in international affairs. 


ELIMINATE PROFIT 

“One of the immediate things éhe 
Canadian church can do to strength- 
en the forces of peace is to call for 
the elimination of profits in war. 
That is its duty, and it should not 
hesitate to rouse the conscience of 
Canada to the infamy of having 
anyone, by the private manufacture 
of arms, reap dividends out of 
bloodshed.” 

Rev. Gordon said that the present 
drift to peace had attained such 
|alarming momentum because the 
|major powers had never relied 
|upon the League of Nations. In 
addition, the will to peace had been 
| killed in the death of democracy 
{in many countries, Fascism, the 
militant last stand of a threatened 
system, sharpened with explosive 
intensity: these already ominous 
powder kegs of conflict. 

He pleaded with the church not 
to be dismayed by these evil con- 
ditions, but to master them to the 
| purpose of peace by courage and 
epic idealism.

An appeal has been filed on be- 
half of Emmanual “Happy” Ernst, 
sentenced to hang on March 3, for 
the murder of George Pogmore, 
Byemoor district farmer.

| Government Will be Urged 
To Take Steps To Pro- 
tect Big Game 


Members of the Northern Alberta 
Mish and Game Protective League, 
| which met in the Corona hotel for 
| their annual meeting on Mondey 
night, heard Hugh A. Mason, chair 
l!man of the big game committee, 
charge that laxity on the part of 
officials responsible for the en- 
forcement of game laws was one of 
the causes for the scarcity of big 
game animals Another contribut 
ing factor was the fact that the hard 
winter of 1985-56, combined with a 
searcity of rabbits, had driven pre- 
datory animals to prey upon elk 
and deer He advocated the ap- 
pointment of fire rangers and 
R.C.M.P. officers as game wardens, 
urged the government to curtail the 
commércial use of hides, and take 
all steps possible to conserve the 
big game.
